DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on January 3, 2005 has been received. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "92" and "28" have both been used to designate "cable 
housing" in fig. 3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 121 (d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshigai 
(U.S. Patent Number 3,628,635). 

Re-claims 1-4 Yoshigai disclosed, as shown in fig. 1-3, a cam assisted wheel 
brake for use with a bicycle comprising: a first arm 6; a second arm 1 ; a screw 1 1 for 
providing a pivot point for said first and second arms and also for providing an 
attachment mechanism for attachment to a fork of said bicycle; a cam lever 16 having a 
lobe attached to said first arm by a brake cable 4; a spring 12 for providing an opposing 
force to said cable and which can open said brake; a brake pad 7 associated with said 
first arm and a brake pad 2 associated with said second arm; wherein said first and 
second arms are pivotably movable from an open to a closed position so as to engage a 
wheel when said lever is actuated. 

5. Claim 18 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 5-1 7 and 1 9-23 are allowed. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed on January 3, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Examiner maintains the rejection is proper. Yoshigai '635 still read on claim 1 . 
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Applicant argued on pages 20-21 of the "Remarks" that "Yoshigai '635 is not a 
cam system. The lever of Yoshigai operates externally to the brake. Yoshigai's fulcrum 
— cam surface acts on the underside of the finger portion of the second arm, i.e., 
internal to the surface arch". 

Claim 1 , line 7 recites "d) a cam lever having a lobe" is broad. Applicant's 
argument is more specific than the claim language.
